The linen industry was initiated 
in Canada in 1902 by Mr. William 


Berny, now Vice-President of the 
Dominion Linens Limited, Guelph 
Ontario. Previous to this time, how- 
ever, there had been several at- 
tempts at linen manufacture, and 
mills established in different parts 
of Canada, but al! had resulted in 


failure. From the earliest period of 
human history til! almost the close 
of the eighteenth century, linen 
manufacture was one of the most ex 
tensive and widely disseminated of 
the domestic industries of Buronean 
countries. It was most largely de- 
veloped in Russia, Austria, Ger- 
many, Holland, Belgium, Northern 
France, certain parts of England 
the North of Ireland and through 
out Scotland In the latter part 
of the eighteenth century the inven 
tion of cotton spinning machinery 
gave the linen weaving industry a 
fatal blow Domestic spinning and 
weaving began to shrink and with 
it hand loom weaving 


In 1815, at Darlington, England 
a machine was invented, whi ifter 
many improvements and modifica 
tions has become the perfe sys 


tem of machinery with which at th 


Measuring Machines. 


present day linen spinning mills are 
furnished. The discovery of a pro- 
cess for the mechanical spinning of 
linen yarn for weaving into cloth 
by power loom was much slower 
than in the corresponding case of 
cotton, 

There are two branches 
modern manufacture, spinning and 
weaving, to which may be added 
bleaching and various finishing pro- 
cesses. The flax fibre is received 
in bundles from the secutch mills and 
after having been classed into vari- 
ous grades according to the quality 


in the 


of the material, is labelled and 
placed in store ready for the flax 
mill 


When the manufacture of linen in 
Canada was successfully started, the 
idea was to purchase yarns from the 
Continental and Irish spinning mills, 
who were being supplied with Rus 
sian flax, at a price much below 
that for which flax could be grown 
in Canada. As @ost of the linen 
manufacturers in Ireland were weav 


ers only, buying their varns from 
spinners, it was thought quite pos- 
sible and feasible that the same 


method could be employed with sue- 
cess in Canada, and prior to the war, 


the linen business depended entirely 


Total floor space about half acre, 


on these imported yarns to keep 
their plants in operation, 

In the year 1913, it is estimated 
that Russia produced about 400,006 
tons of flax, and other European 
countries, including Great Briteia 
and Ireland, 100,000 tons, 

With the complete collapse of 
Russia in 1918, it became evident 
that if the linen business was to be 
continued in Canada, it would be 
necessary to establish a spinning 
plant here, to spin the Canadian 
grown flax, which with the improved 
methods of cultivation, were proven 
equa! to or better than the Russian 
flax, on which the industry had re- 
lied previous to the war. A modern 
flax spinning plant, which woald 
complete the chain of linen manufac- 
turers and make the business a 
purely Canadian one has been in- 
stalled at Guelph and is now in full 
running order. This plant has been 
equipped with the latest modern dry 
and wet spinning systems. To a 
cure the highest quality of linen 
yarns, workers were brought from 
Belgium, via the C.P.R.. who were 


experienced in water retting flax 
similar to the finest Flemish “and 
Beigian flax which are used for prow 


ducing the highest grade linena

For Placing Soldier 


Settlers on the Land 


Practically every country implicat- 
ed in the maelstrom of the Great War, 
and experiencing the same problems 
in the aftermath, has paid warm trib- 
ute to the generous manner in which 
Canada treated her returned warriors 
and the effective measures she devis- 
ed for their successful re-establish- 
ment in civil life. In common with | 
other belligerent nations, Canada was 
faced with the problem of rehabilitat- | 
ing a huge army alienated, after years | 
of hardship and contention with prim- | 
itive conditions, from their pre-war) 
existences, and facing an uncertain fu- 
ture with vastly differing ideals and) 
an entirely changed outlook upon life. 

It was a wise procedure, both for 
the nation and the individual soldier, 
to encourage the army to go on the 
land, and to assist soldier settlers in 
such a manner as to become produc- 


ers almost immediately instead of un- 
dergoing the hardships and years of 
slim revenue, which often are the lot} 
of the pioneer. That the years of 
war had turned the minds of many 
towards the land is indicated by the 
response to questionnaires distributed | 
to soldiers shortly after the armistice, 
when 487,771 men advised their desire 
to take up farming as their life work, 
whereas there were only 172,218 of | 
these who, previous to their enlist- 
ment, had been so employed. Only 
4,175 men in the Canadian army, who | 
had previously been farmers, wished | 
to leave their calling to follow others.

That Canadian soldiers have co- 
operated in every way to make their 
re-establishment by way of the land 
successful, and entered whole-hearted- 
ly into the pursuit of agriculture once 
they had undertaken it, is manifest- 
ed in their overwhelming success as 
reported by inspectors of the Soldier 
Settlement Board. These  experi- 
enced agriculturists, who periodically 
visit the farms operated by soldiers | 
who have obtained loans from the} 
board, have stated that ninety-five per | 
cent. are making good and proving 
successful farmers, and that, further- 
more, of the remaining five per cent., 
the majority are failing not from in- | 
dolence, poor farming, or lack of per-} 
sonal qualities, but owing to physical | 
hindrance in the recurrence of their) 
war disabilities. ‘The board reports 
that since the harvesting of the 1920 
crop, repayments on loans are being | 
made.very much ahead of the dates 
specified. Though the payments ex- 
tend over a period of twenty-five 
years, and the board been in 
operation a little more than two years, 
nearly 300 men have, as a result of} 
their successful farming~ operations, 
been able to pay off their total in- 
debtedness.

From the national standpoint, and 
viewing it in the light of its contvi- 
bution to agricultural production, the 
success of the Soldier Settlement 
Board's scheme is of prime import- 
ance to Canada. To date, it has re- 
sulted in the locating of 20,000 men |

Millionaire Was Often 
Very Short of Cash 


Some Sidelights On the Generous 
Character of Cecil Rhodes, 


Although his income was a great 
deal more than one million dollars a 
year, Cecil Rhodes, the South African 
empire builder, spent very little on 
himself, most of his money being pri- 
vately given with reckless gencrosity 
to people who he thought needed it 
more than he did. 

His bank account was overdrawn 
most of the time, and often he did not 
have a penny in his pocket, writes 
John Hays Hammond, who knew him 
well, 

His securities were commonly tuck- 
ed away in pockets of disused coats 
or in obscure pigeonholes. When, 
for his own sake, his secretary hid his 
checkbook, he issued gift checks on 
half sheets of note paper, sometimes 
signing them in pencil. 

When he had money he handled it 
carelessly and irresponsibly, like a 
child who did not understand the 
value of it. In London he often ap- 
plied to his secretary for money to 
pay cab fares, and when it wag given 
him he would clumsily close his hand 
on as much gold and silver as it would 
hold and, without counting it, would 
drop it into one of his coat pockets.
